“The diagonal parking study with some limited parallel parking 
along Oakwood Avenue yields 70 parking spaces. The parallel 
parking study along Oakwood Avenue yields 69 parking 
spaces. Please remember these are studies only, we do not 
practice Civil Engineering.
